Hon. Mr. Sifton, Territorial treas- 
urer, introduced: the estimates for the 
year ending Dec. 31st, 1901 im the as- 
sembly on ‘'nesday June 5th. 


He opened with graceful allusion to 
his preaevessor Hon. Jas. H. Ross, At 
present commissionet of the Yukon. 
He said that, when tast year the treas- 
urer laid the estimates and the finan- 
cial condition of the country before the 
House, nothing was further from his 
thoaghts than af the next session 
they would be without that gentle- 
man who for so many years had as- 
sisted in carry‘ng on the affairs of 
the tountry. But the Dominion of 
Canada had required his services in 
another and perhaps higher capacity 
for the genera! benefit. Every member 
of the house would jour in regret jthat 
they had lost his services: but they 
topk a certain/ amount of. pride in the 
fact thet when it became necessany 
to secure the services of an eminent 


gentleman they came to the North- 
west Territomes and to this assembly, 


As to Revennes. 


Although the) printed estimates 
contalnea no reference to the revenue, 
ut was uecéssary to (make 
some remarks in regard thereto. It 
was mot ralsecé by spécific taxation. 
The bulk from the Dominion govern- 
ment; and the amount unfortinately 
was nov one that appealed, tu, the im- 
agination of the people, or was even 
fiitung tor the purposes required, it 
was what we have to depend ~upon 
for the preserit. The revenue practi- 
cally from the Dominion government 
will be $345,000. We find besides 
various items of revenue fronr local 
sources that are pratlically the same 
from year to year wiih small increases 
from time(to time; these will bring it 
ap to $418,000 as the actual revenue 
received last year. In addition there 
will be paid on Jan. Ist next a sum 
approaching $600,000 more than cover~ 
ing the amount of the estimates of this 
year. The orly question we have to 
consider is that the house. is assuming 
responsibility in passing estimates for 
‘more than the amount voted by the 
Dominion house. The house has to con- 
sider this seriously, because, unless 
some radical change takes place, we 
will be in the position of not having | 
the amount of money required to carry 
on the affairs of the country. Every 
member of the house understands the 


situation exactly, knows just what 
amornt is available With this we 
could carry out the affairs of the 


country, no doubt, but we could not 
make the improvements necessitated 
by the growing population. 

Increase of Salaries. 

Taking up the details of the esti- 
mates ut regerd to civil government, 
he said there was an apparent increase 
of a contiderable amount. A large 
lange portion, however, was money_ex- 
pended during, the last year, so it was 
not an actual increase. As to the sal- 
aries paid the executive council, this 
matter had heen brought to thej at- 
teniion of the government in previous 
years, but they had declined to exer- 
cise their power of increasing their 
saluries. It being apparently the opin- 
ion, not only of members of the house, 
but of the country, that, regardless 
of the: individuals occupying the posit- 
should, receive salaries adapted ta the 
responsibilities, the change was made. 
Heg went on to explain the changes in 
salaries and positions of clerks and 
other officials in the various depart- 
ments. i! oe oe Fe5 As 
Public Works Increase. 


in the pudlic works depariment an 
apparently very itange “increase 
jfrom S180,0uu to $258,000, or 
$78,000 over iast year, was showni to 
be modified by the tact that some, $41,- 
000 had been expended in required 
public improvementts over and above 
the amount estimated. This added 
made $221,000 as the expenditure ac- 
jually mwncurred last year. Taking ‘the 
same amount of the $258,000 asked for 
this year would leave $217,000, prac- 
tically a decrease, of $4,900 in the esti- 
mated expenditure of this year. This, 
however,; was not an actual decrease, 
because the item of aid to local im- 
provement districts was paid in Jan- 
uary or February this year, and would 
be paid in ‘the early portion of next 
Near. We find an advance of teg per 
centi for schools became necessary ow- 
ing to increase of populationy which 
would warrant a much larger advance 
for public works than even ten per 


cent on the $221,000 expended last 
year. Estimates of public improve- 


ments required as absolutely necessary, 
presented by members of the house, 
officials of the department and others 
would require at least $400,000. 
Bridge Works. 

Speaking of the item of repairs to 
bridges for Which $30,000 was sti. 


mated, Mr. Sifton( said his department |. 


has now under its; management ‘and 
control sompthing like a thousand 
bridges. He was sorry that none of 
the items in regard to public works 
required ‘were as large as. they should 
be; none were commensurate with 
he, importance of the work, but they 
are{_as large as it! is' possible to make 
them at present. 


Schools. 


There has been estimated an in- 
crease in the grant for education of 
some $22,000. This is almost entirely 
for the purpose of paying granid ta 
schools. A new system is being intro- 
duced. but the grants for the present 
year jill be paid under the present 
law. We find the increase of the num- 
ber of schools for the present year has 
been in the neighborhood of 80: and 
this mumber will probably be largely 
increased before the end of the year, 
sd that the estimated amount will be 
entirely untilized in payment of 
rants. 

Extra Responsibilities as 
with Provinces. 


compared 


In the provinces very many of the 
services which were dealt with by the 
Territorial government were handed 
by the municipalities at the expense 
of thefr tax-payers, This applied to 
the agriculture and education de- 
partments as well as to the depart- 
ment of public works. The tendency 
hadi heen to centralize as far as pose 
sible in dealing with these matters 
with a view to securing the greatest 
amount of efficiency and economy. 
The government had been criticized for 
that tendency but he thoucht there 
was very little differrence of opinion 
uy th' echonse, that to be divided into 
municipalities and expense placed 
upon. these ir rural districts. 


fintaxable Land. | i 


As long as half the land is not liable 
for taxes and half the money id practi- 
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caly expended for the benefit of people 
who own such land no one 
will say that we should adopt 
aj system: which makes the 
setilers raise large sums of money 
for the benefit of men who have no 
responsibility. There will necessarily 
come, a time when a different system 
will prevail, as the country becomes 
more thickly settled, and it will be 
the duty of the house to meet the 
conditions as they arise from time! to 
ittime. The only position I wish’ ta 
take fs that, considering the circum- 
stances of the country, we have 
adopted a s¥stem for the benefit of 
the people. {} 
A Change Must be Made. 

We have shown to the satisfaction 


of ‘the house tbat it is impos- 
sible} to carry on the affairs of the 
country to an extended time under 


the present system. There may} be 
differencs ot opinion as to what 
should be the remedy; but I : have 
shown that the renredy is not in the 
course taken by this government in 
endeavoring to get the Dominion gov- 
ernment to increase the grant from 
year| to year. We shall have to press 
upon the attention of the Dominion 
government the necessity of a radical 
change in regard to the way. in which 
the revenues of the country are paid. 

As to Responsibility. 

It is for the members, of this 
government, as representing the Ter- 
ritories, and the members of the 
homspj, tp lopk attenevery, portion of 
the Northwest ‘lerritories and €fir 
deavon to secure such a settlement as 
will best meet the wants and wishes 
of the peopie ang enabie them to work 
out their own destinies in the same 
manner as the people of theirest of 
Canada have had the privilege of do- 
ing for so many years. When we 
have secured from the Dominion the 
rights of the peopie to govern them- 
selves, to utilize the funds placed at 
their disposal, we will have done the 
whole) dutyr of this government 
in) regard, to this matter, and the re- 
sponsibility will rest where the legal 
power rests, upon the parliament of 
Canada. It has been assumed _ that 
this house, or government can réject 
or accept *my powers given them by 
the Dominion parliament. I may say 
that we have never in the slightest 
degree accepted the proposition that 
this government would have. any le- 
gal right to accept or reject the terms 
finally offered. } 
Provincial Powers. 

We have found objection fais- 
al that if we-were made a 
province we would immediately have 
tol adopt’ a municipal system, because 
the provinces of Manitoba and On- 
tario have municipal systems. This is 
absolutely a mistake, because we have 
exactly the Sime power now as we 
will have when created into a Wiffer- 
ent form of government. We _ have 
had for several years power to adopt 
a\municipal system. We have had !for 
years! the power to tax the people di- 
rectly, and in some instances this has 
been exercised. No power, for ‘the 
detriment of the, people will be grant- 
ed, that 1s not now.,held by ‘the gov- 
ernment of the Northwest Territories. 
Rut’ if we are formed into a province 
on provinces, we will to a certain ex- 
tent he bound by the conditions that 
have prevailed in the other provinces. 
Provincial Subsidy. ‘ 

it 1sextremely provavie,uniess the 
members here are able to draw atten- 
tion to the other provinces that’ we 
shall be dealt with on similar terms 
to Manitoba. It 1s a question whether, 
with; the worst terms thai cam be of- 
fered, we would not be in, a better 
position than we are now. A settle- 
ment will not’ take effect until a year 
from January next, when our popula- 
tion will, 1 th'nk not be [ess than 
250,000. The terms of the Manitoba 
settlement were based on 193,000 peo- 
ple, and the hasis of territory was 
within a few square miles of one- 
fourth ot the Northwest Territories. 
Manitoba is now receiving, a yearly 
grant for provincial purposes settled 
by statute, of $483,000; and thein 
basisi will be increased from time, io 
time as the census is taken. If otir 
arrangement is made next year I 
think we can anticipate that it will 
not! be made on a smaller, basis than 
250,000 people. This would give a 


revenue of $200,000 per year. The 
next item is a specific grant 
of $50,000 for governmental pur- 
poses, making $250,000 upon ‘he 


same basis as Manitoba The people 
of Manitoba were dealt with in regard 
to debt allowance on a Dasis of $32 
per| head of the estimated population. 
Our estimate of 250,000 of peopid a 
year from January next would give us 
an estimated debt allowance on the 
samp basis, of $8,000,000, on which we 
would. receive interest at 5 per cent. 
The Dominion parliament bas been) in 
the habit for many years past of 
charging to tle Northwest Territories 
profit and loss account any item (for 
which there was no other way' of 
changing; they have arrived at some- 
thing like $3,000,000 thus charged. It 
was originally charged against Mani- 
toba, but, when that province objected 
it was charged against the Northwest 
Territories. With the various items 
charged in this account we have noth- 
ing more to do than péople in other 
portions of Canada, but, assuming the 
63,000,000 to be taken from us it 
would still leave $5,000,000 on which 
we would be entitled tc 5 per cent, 
making another $250,000 and giving 
$500,000 income. There ts only one 
other item given to Manitoba by the 
Dominion government, that is the an- 
nual compensation fn lieu of lands. 1 
remember discussion for twenty-five 
years in Manitoha and the Territories 
of the claim that the people of this 
country were entitled to the samé 
tights to the public lands as the peo- 
ple in other provinces. I have taken 
nart fn these discussions as have var. 
ious other members Rut that aues- 
tion has been settled once for Al by 


the agents who have examined the 
lands. There are no lands for “the 
Northwest Territories to get 
axcept lands set apart for 
homesteading. Sp far as rev- 


enne is cencerned the lands are ahso- 
lutely gone and may be placed out of 
consiferation for all time to come. 
But there is the auestion of compen- 
sation. which was settled in Manitoha 
by giving them $190.900 We should 
ure a feir and equitable settlement 
of that claim. I think you will agree 
that this is a anestion of territory) 
and territory alone over which if {s 
necessary to administer government. 
Alberta. Assinfbofa and = Saskntches 
wan _compriw four times the area af 
Manitoha. We shonid nat be dealt 
with worse than Manitoba. and we 
should he entitled to $400.090 for these 
three districtea. and more in proportion 
to the territory that may bo added 
That would bring us to the amount ‘of 
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$900,000 as an annual revenue in place 
of something like $400,000 at present 
voted annually for the benefit of the 


people. cf 
But! there are other services we will 
have to take the responsibility for; 
the difference between $400,000 and 
$900,000 would not be ail profit, be- 
cause we would have the responsibil- 
ity of various services, now! maintain- 
ed, by the Dominion government. The 
expenditures in reference to the In- 
dians ‘and the Norhtwest Mounted 
Police are not of that class because 
they are incnrreé from a Dominion 
standpoint, the same as in Ontario 
and, the provinces by the sea. But, we 
would become responsible for the 
building of court houses, administra- 
tion of justice, building of registry of- 
fices, dohe in past years by the Do- 
minion government—though noi to 
any alarming extent. In some of these 
we} would, get) a revenue, inf others 
to debt allowance on a basis of $32 
Even) if we got the very worst terms 
outlined here, the terms given to Man- 
itoba on the basis of population and 
(the: area we have we would be in a 
better financial position than it is pos- 
sible, to reach’ under the present} state 
of our existence. 
Provincial Duties. 
in closing Mr. Sifton said: Being 
placed m nat position this province 
or these provinces wi!) bave the right 
to decide aud settle for themselves 
what shall be dune in regard to im- 
provements and carrying out the con- 
dilions and governing the country. 
The government are placed in a posi+ 
tion ithat could not possibiy affect any 
province or even municipalities that 
might be formed. The people of the 
various towns have, been given the 
power to incur exceptional ind neces- 
sary expenditare, butethe government 
of the Territories represent the ‘people 
who have come to build for themselves

ter. Although we suffered from year 
to, year from lack of public improve- 
ments, and have had to allow our 
schools to be closed because we had 
not the power to keep the schools open 
or to do these improvements, although 
the farmers have had erops rotting in 
the granaries because they biad no 
roads to bring them to;market yeit/the 
government nas no power to say: that 
th@se condi ions shall bk improved. Of 
settlers who have gone in‘o the far 
northern country, ome of the best 
countries in any part of the giobe we 
find hundreds and thousands unable 
to reach the market provided by the 
Tailways; they are losing the money 
they have earned by hurd labor for 
themselves, and their families and are 
practically placed in a warst position 
than when they were able to take their 
crops saved from the drouti to the 
markets and get good prices for them.

This 
provision might be all right in the case 
of houses built after the mains were 
laid for then the owner would know 
what he was doing. But the houses 
now standing in Edmonton have been 
built without any idea of waterworks- 
connection. To say that the owners 
must go to the expense of making‘ con- 
nection whether they wish it or not,— 
or are able to make it or not,—is an 
interference with vested rights that 
weuld be most objectionable and would 
ba damaging to the town as weil. 


But probably the mest important 
point in connection with the installa- 
tion of waterworks is the installation 
of a sewerage system. The sewerage 
system is the necessary complement. of 
the watetworks system. Without 
sewerage a great deal of the good of 
the waterworks is lost. The sewerage 
system should be put in at the same 
time as the waterworks, partly ~ be- 
cause it is much cheaper, to do it then, 
and pavily because with waterworks 
it hecomes an absolute necessity. The 
council should not fail to take up the 
sewer question along with the water- 
works question.

ed their appropriations on the require- 
ments of the country rather than on 
the revenue in sight and available. 
Undec ordinary circumstances this 
would not be) a proper course to.pursue. 
It is a good rule for governments as 
well as individuals to cut their coat 
according to their cloth. But there are 
exceptions to all rules, and the pres- 
ent is an exceptional case. 

The government of the Territories 
depend for funds with which to carry 
on the public services placed under 
their direction and control by tha Do- 
minion parliament upon annual voies 
of that parliament. This is the main 
point upon which the Territories dif- 
fer from the provinces. The prévinces 
recelve a fixed subsidy each year which 
cannot. be diminished by act of the Do- 
muinion parliament, no matter what at- 
titude is assumed by the provinces. And 
money can be borrowed by the prop 
vinces on the security of this subsidy. 
The Territories receive whatever 
amount the Dominion parliament sees 
fit to vote them from year to year. 
An amount which may be increased or 
decreased at will and therefore offers 
no security upon which money can} be 
bérrowed for Territorial purposes. This 
Vote ot suls dy has been increas2d from 
time to time as the population and 
needs of the Territories increased. But 
curing the past two years these needs 
have increased very greatly, not only 
because of the rapid increase of popu, 
lation, but also because of the unusual- 
ly wet seasons. The needs arising from 
the high water of '99, were recognized 
last year by a special grant to replace 
public works destroyed by floods, and 
the needs arising from the increase of 
population: have been recognized by ‘an 
increase in the school grant for this 
year of $25,000. Still population and 
wet weather have outrun the appro- 
priations and everyone recugnized that 
there must be a new, and more{compre- 
hensive adjustment of the financial ar- 
rengements between the Dominion and 
the Territories, if the local government 
is to effectively discharge the duties 
laid upon it by the Northwest act,— 
That is, maintain roads, and schools 
and administer the affairs ordinarily 
pertaining to a local government. 

Any adjustment that is made must 
have some regard to population, — In- 
crease of population is the strong 
point of the claims of the Territories 
for increased subsidy. Therefore as 
the: census is now in provess of being 
taken it was better that any new 
arrangement should not be entered up- 
om until the census which should form 
the basis of that arrangement was 
completed. But any new arrangement 
must be based upon needs as weli as 
upon population. Had the local govera- 
ment been content to meet the special 
needs of the present year with the same 
amount of money that was available 
in former years--in other words had 
they cut their coat only according to 
their cloth—tbe fact that they had been 
able even approximately to meet the 
public needs with the sum at theix{ dis- 
posal would be an argument egafnst 
the increase of that sum in the final 
adjustment. On the other hand if }the 
Northwest assembly empowers the gov- 
ernment. to expend money far beyond 
the revenue of the current year, aa 
it has done, it has taken the course 
best calculated to impress upon the 
Dominion generally and therefore on 
the. Dominion pafliament the needs of 
the Territories irrespective of the mere 
count of population. No representa- 
tion that could be made by the as» 
sembly could be so effective am argu- 
ment in favor of an increase of sub- 
sidy as the voiing of the money for 
specific public purposes, and so throw- 
ing upon the Dominion parliament and 
government the responsibility of say- 
ing whether these purposes shall be 
fulfilled or net. Such a course would 
not be justified except in very special 
circumstances. But the present tir- 
cumstances are special. It is on the 
manner in which our case for increase 
of subsidy is presented during the cur- 
rent year that the increase when 
made will depend. For having present- 
ed our needs in the most determined 
and effective way possible, and the 
local government is entitled _ to 
the best thanks of the people of the 
: St ( ls 
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MANITOBA RAILWAYS. 
During a recent speech at Killarney, 
Mbn., Premicr Ropun made the fol- 
lowing announcements as to railway 


extensions within the province this 
year. ° 

Welegram report: Mr. Roblin 
cont‘nuing said that the quest- 
ion €6Of «extensions was a matter 
that probably, for ‘the immediate 


present’ did not concern the people of 
Killarney, but he was waited on by an 
influential delegation who pressed 
very strongly upon him, with argu- 
ments that appealed to his judgment 
as being sound, that there were dis- 
tricts in the territories adjacent to 
Killarney, north and south, that 
required additional facilities in 
order that jhe farmers might 
have the conveniences neces- 
sary for successfully moving their 
wheat! but, owing to the Jateness 
of the season, it was hardly possible 
td give any hopeful reply to that de- 
legation or to the people of this dis- 
trict for the current year, but his gov- 
ernment would give the representa- 
tions made careful ‘consideration, and 
deal with them on their merits next 
year. 

“What the goverament did propose to 
do this yeaF in the wey of Coustruction,” 
Mr. Roovlim said, “lL wifi give youjin a 
few, words. It is nc-: the policy of ‘the 
government at the present time to build 
by the use of the credit ofthe province 
or by the use of public funds of the 
province, lines that will simply be com- 
peting ones with the C. P. BR. Our po- 
licy ig rather to make such extensions 


in the districts where the fa- 
cilities: are mot what they ought 
to be and to give the farmers 


who have to draw their grain more 
than ten miles the convenience of 
ashipping point, nearer than that. We 
have now let contracts to build on 
the C. N. R. from: a point at or near 
St. Charles on the Portage line in a 
pouth or seutherly direction to 
township 2, range 6; thence westerly 
68 or 100 miles as necessity may de- 
mand and circumstances ‘justify. We 
have also completed arrangments to 
have constructed 15 or 18 miles from 
Beaver to| a point.on, the Canadian 
Northern railway, ‘northwest of Port- 
age la, Prairie, up to Gladstone. That’s 
all we have arranged for definitely 
with the Canadian Northern railway, 
and as an aid to the company to se- 
cure that construction we give the us- 
ual guarantee of eight thousand per 
mile, taking a mortgage upon the road 
and rolling stock as security for pay- 
ment’ of interest and principal. 

With the C. P. R..we have not made 
any written agreement but have been 


negotiating for some time and have 
practically “agreed that they shall 
build 10 miles from the end of the 


Snowflake branch in an easterly di- 
rection, 18 or, 20 miles westerly on the 
Waskada line, 10 or 12 miles from the 
end of what is known as the Mac- 
Gregor extension and 42 miles north- 
westerly from Brandon to some point 
on the ~Great. Northwest Central 
through the municipalities of Daly and 
(Woodworth to) range) 29. 

We have practically agreed with jthe 


C. P. R. that the line from Brandon 
shall be constrycted without any 
cost to the provinfte. They have 


however, asked and we have practi- 

cally agreed to give them seventy-five 

thousand dollars for extending _the 

Waskada, the Snowflake and the Well-

NORTHWEST SCHOOL Law. 

Assembly report in Free Press of 

June 1ith: i Zalals 

Sir. Hauntdia moved the second 
Feadiag’ of the biul respecting school. 
iu explained that the bill was a coa- 
solidation of the present law, and 
centained a lange number of its pro- 
visions. Hitherw there had been a 
¢ouncil of public imstrucition. It was 
proposed to create a department of 
education to do practically the same 
werk and to have the same scope. The 
council of public instruction was 
changed to educational council. The 
former had four members, two of 
whom were Roman Catholics, and 
were chasen by the lieutenant-gover- 
nor-in-council. The council of educa- 
tion, was to have five members, two af 
them to be Roman Catholics, and it 
was proposed to make this more a 
working body. The government of the 
day would make the regulations to be 
brought before ine council of educa 
tion to carry out, they believed th 
men who were responsibl: must. _ be 
the; same men who make the rules. At 
the same time the educational coun- 
cil was created as a separate body, 
making its own reports and throwing 
on the government the responsibilit; 
of accepting or rejecling it. The bill 
tried to simplify and extend the ma- 
chinery and make it more ‘workabl 
and clear to trustees. The n sca of 
proceedings, conduct of meetings ond 
taking Votes were made more si imp] 
cleaf and workable. There was a new 
feature. The establishment of school 
districts had. hither*o been purely vol- 
antary. But in many cases wher« 
there was a large number of children, 
enough children and a district desire 
on the part of parents to have schools, 
these children were deprived of schools 
because a certain number of people 
who had nochildren, or did not want 
a school, constituted a majority and 
voted against them: The voluntary 
system would remain where there is 
a limited number of children and of 
land for tAxation, and the burdens are 
more than ordirary. But where there 
ii a larger number of children and a 
certain number of ratepayers and 
amount of property, it shall be in the 
discretion of the department to «ay 
whether a school shall be est*blished 
or not. Thiswas a2 power which musi 
be exercised with discretion. Provi- 
sion, is made fo rv an official audit... A 
prover audit should be roade eve if 
it did cost a dollar or two more. There 
is a general re-arrangement of th 
provisions of ihe ordinance under suit- 
able head'ngs. Th> duties of S Sale 
and other éff'cers are more fully and 
clearly defined :as also the duties and 
richts of teachers. A clause provides 
for proportionate payments of teach- 
ers according to the number of da 
which they teach and the number ef 
teaching days in the year. There is ar 
important provision for the issue 
regulations and Roe rernions " 
tees anf school officials, Ther>!

‘J\his is not a new, sys- 
tem because we have had for some 
years some clauses providing that 
some such alrangeweut as thut can be 
made; but no sucm arcapgement has 
been entered into. We save some- 
what etaborated the ciauses in the 
school i1aw, and these grants are put 
ia for Carrying oul tne idea if possible. 
One large school is tetter than two or 
three: ‘he system of conveyance will 
bring that about. There is no inten- 
tion, of making it obligatory; at the 
same time we are offering as large an 
inducement as pesvi*le to school dis- 
tricts to adopt this system. of convey- 
ance of children for the paerposes of 
getting larger districts. The idea is 
this. Lake two smali country school 
districts, both with a small numbert) of 
children, and possiviy a small acreage 
liable to taxation. The trustees of ope 
district would make a propositiom to 
send all its children into the other dis- 
trict for purposes vl education. The 
result would be that the children 
would be conveyed and could be con- 
veyed over and brought back and edu- 
cated more cheaply. If the system 
were entorced it would effect a consid- 
erable saving Jo the ratepayers and to 
the legislative grant, as one school 
would require less than two.

The followmz provision was intro- 
duced into the new school bill by Pre- 
mier Haultain, and unanimously ac- 
cepted by the Northwest assembly; 

“The board of any district may, 
subject to the regulations of the de- 
partment, emp!oy one or more comtpe- 
tent persons to give instruction in any 
other language than English in the 
school district to all pupils whose par- 
ents or guardians have signified their 
willingness that they should receive 
the same. 

“But the) course of instruction shall 
not supersede, or in any way interfere 
with the instruction of the teachers in 
charge of the scbool as required by 
the regulations of the department and 
this ordinance. i 

“The board shall have power to raise 
such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to pay the salaries of. such in- 
expenses of such instruction shall be 
collected by the board by a special rate 
to be imposed upon the parents or 
and__ ail costs, charges and 
jruardians of such pupils as take ad- 
vantage of the same.”
